Election/Restrictions 

The last Office action is a restriction requirement only. Item No. 6 was obviously 
checked by a mistake. 

Applicant's election without traverse of Species I, including subspecies IA, ID, 
and 1 F (claims 1 , 2, 5, 6, 8-13), in the reply filed on August 2, 2005 is acknowledged. 

Claims 15-17 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Species II, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on August 2, 2005. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1,10, and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

With regard to claim 1 , the phrase, "each accumulator" (line 2), should be 
corrected to "each of the two accumulators". 

Claim 10 appears to be a duplicate of claim 1 because the limitations of claim 10 
are already recited in claim 1 . 

With regard to claim 12, the phrase, "each accumulator" (lines 5 and 6), should 
be corrected to "each of the two accumulators". 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -14 are in condition for allowance if the informalities of the claims 1 and 
12 are corrected. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
